Showdown Near 


On Transfer of 


Highway Funds 


$15 Million Yearly 
May Go Direct to 
Local Governments 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—A leg- 
islative showdown is in the mak­ 
ing on a bill to give local govern­ 
ments $15 million a year for high­ 
way purposes which now is used 
by the state.

104th General Assembly. It prob­ 
ably will be on the Senate floor 
for a vote next week. 
The

Gov. Michael V. PiSalle and High, 
way Director E verett S. Preston 
to the bill shifting highway funds 
from the Ohio Highway Depart, 
ment to local governments provid- j 
ed much of the blast off material 
in the Republican-generated ex­ 
plosion in the State Senate last 
week. 
Senate Majority Leader C. Stan- I 
ley Mechem, R-Athens, accused 
Preston of conducting a vicious 
lobby against the bill to strip the 
Highway Department of the $15 
million a year. He also accused 
Preston of lobbying in favor of a 
bill to increase the fee for auto 
licenses from $10 to $12.50 a year 
—a bill which would give local 
governments more highway funds 
than the $15 million proposed by 
no-new tax Republicans. 
DiSalle exonerated Preston of 
the lobbying charge at F riday’s 
cabinet 
meeting. T h e go\em or 
.•said public officials have the right 
and duty to appear before legis­ 
lative committees and get in touch 
wi;h individual law m akers in con­ 
nection with bills they support or 
oppose 
The Republican - sponsored bill 
would give local governments the 
money now used to operate the 
Ohio Department of Highway Safe­ 
ty.

At this rate, the com m issioner 
said, the 1961 total will p ass the 
record of 4.207 persons com m itted 
to the sta te 's prisons in 1958 
Ohio’s prison population is about 
11,300, confined in w hat Koblentz 
calls “ facilities designed for about 
9.000.” 
E ven opening the new prisons 
at Lebanon and Grafton to full 
use will not alleviate the problem , 
he added. 
L ebanon, now in partial use, is 
expected to be com pleted late this 
year, providing another 1.000 beds. 
G rafton (n e a r E ly ria ) h a sn ’t even 
been started, but m ay provide I,- 
500 beds in about four y ears. The 
Division of Correction also wants 
to build a 2.000-man prison near 
London in M adison County. 
Koblentz reported the m ost se r­ 
ious overcrow ding is at Ohio P en i­ 
tentiary , w h ere betw een 4.650 and 
4.750 in m ates usually are crow ded 
into facilities deisgned for 3.000.
